“Every country favored such a convention, 
They wanted the United States to take the 
initiative, however, and call the convention, 
paming the topics that would be c sidered, 
with the understanding that if any one of the 
countries participating desired to introduce an 
sdditionai subject the privilege would be 
granted. The idea was not to confine the dis- 
cussion to commercial interests, but to take up 
and discuss international _ topics. By 
calling euch @ convention in this 
country the delegates would be given tho 
opportunity of visiting our larger cities and 
exemining for themselves our manutfactories, 
of seeing our religious and educational insti- 
tutions, and observing how religion is sepa- 
rated from the state. The educational ques- 
tion is one which was discussed with great 
interest in each country. In the Argentine 
Republic we found that her ex-president had 
visited the United States, and taken with him 
to his own country a number of teachers, men 
end women, more of the latter than of the 
former. They are now at the head of the 
normal schools, and are preparing teachers to 
continue the education oi the younger popula- 
tion. Every year a great many young men 
leave South America for England, France and 
Germany toaccquire education. Ifthey could be 
brought to the United States they would be 
able. when they returned home, to increase or 
strengthen the good feeling between their 
own people and the Americans. The propos. 
tion for a convention was most warmiy re 
ceived. As I[ said every country Was 
most heartily in iavor of it, and 
promised to be represented. The 
“silver question” was discussed, too, and the 
calling of a convention was favored. Each 
country advocated the adoption of a common 
silver coin. This was especially so in the 
countries where silver is mined. Otber coun: 
tries, like Ecuador, where there is no native 
silver, while faydring the proposition,were not 
eo enthusiastic. 

Of his visit to Mexico Judge Thatcher said 
the commission found @ strong sentiment 
among the prominent men in favor @! 
strengthening the commercial interests be- 
tween Mexico and the United States. Germans 
now control the trade in that country. ibe 
British minister at the City of Mexico informed 
ihe commicsion thai there was now but one 
English firm in that plece, the others having 
been driven out by Germans.

Aux Irish Attack on Bright 

Lonpox, July 28.—In the house of commons 
this evening, Mr. Callan moved that Mr. 
Bright’s speech, at the recent banquet to Earl 
Spencer, be considered a breach ot privilege. 

Mr. Bright said that it his words were cen 
surable be regretted using them. Hus opinion 
remained unchanged. It was a fact that the 
Parnellites had assailed Earl Spencer and the 
crown officers. If he had said that the Par- 
nellites had defended the judges and the law 
cilicers, everyboay would have said he was a 
fool for meking statements that 
were absolutely untrue, and would 
have laughed him to scorn. 

Sir Michael HickesBeach, chancellor of the 
exchequer, eaid he thought if Mr. Bright had 
spoken in parliament the words which he had 
spoken at the banquet, he could have bsen 
called to order, but it was unadvisable to make 
those cecasions causes for a motion of breach 
of privilege. He would, therefore,oppose Mr. 
Cailsn’s motion. 

The marquis of Hartingdon concurred. 

In the debate which followed, acrimonious 
remarks were made by several Irish mem- 
bers, Finally Mr, Callan begged leave to 
withdraw his motion, the object of which, he 
raid, bad been obtained: He had supreme 
contempt for Mr. Bright’s language, and he 
bad bo confidence in the justice of the house. 
W ben cccasion offered, the supporters of Mr. 
Vernell would repay Mr. Bright in his own 
coin. Leave to withdraw the motion was re- 
fused. The motion was rejected by a vote of 
lo4 to 25. 

Colonel Frederick Stanley, secretary for the 
colonies, stated that the government had re- 
ceived from the governor of the Barbadoe3 a 
copy of a petition addressed to the colonial as- 
sembly, urging the completion of a treaty of 
commerce between the British West Ladias 
and the United States. 


The Madagascar Debate, 

Paris, July 28.—The Madagascar debate 
was continued inthe chamber of deputies to 
dey. Ex-Premuer Ferry spoke in defense of 
bis colonial policy. Tais speech aroused a 
great uproar,and wet with violent interruption 
in the excitement several mombers were 
called to order. M. Ferry said that France 
went to Tonquin and Madagascar because 
honor ard the fulfilmsnt of treaties called her. 
He doubted whether the negotiations with the 
Hoves would lead to a iavorabie issue. It was 
im poesible to abandon the Sakaleras to the 
vengeance of the Hovas. Sueh an act 
would compromise the interests 
of civilization in the far east. The colonial 
policy was justified because it was right and 
the duty of superior races to civilize inferior 
races. Since all nations were now entering 
upon a colonial movement, Franeea must do 
likewiee or forfeit her position. The debate 
was adjourned until Thursday.

A Olty Which Life and Thrift Within it, Not- 
withstanding the False Impressions Avroad— 
Foreign Blood, Lincoln County Grit, and sab 
Manufactures Blooming Into Notice. 


Avovsta, Ga, July 28.—(Special.|—-A day in 
Augusta develops the fact that the fountain city 
is not fully understood throughout the state. Be- 
fore the war Augusta was the historic and finan- 
cial center of Geoigia. In the hotels of that day 
could be found the plethoric planters from Georgia 
and the Carolinas, gentlemen of elegance, leisure- 
and unbounded hospitality. They spent money 
with lavish hand, and won forthe city a name 
which clung to it long after the rude shoc« of 
war had deprived the planters of their means. 
The financial education of her citizens, however, 
and the influence of the cotton mills still made the 
city a great moneyed center. Hence it is that the 
citizen of Americus, of Newnan, or of Cartersville 
always associates coupon-clipping with the city*of 
Augusta, From this dream not only Augusta, but 
Georgia, has been rudely awakened by the series 
of fimancial disasters which, for a period, well 
nigh paralyzed the business men of the proud old 
city. 

**‘Before the war,”’ said Mr. Dunbar, “the city 
held the first place for commercial integrity; 
Bavannah second, Columbus third, Macon next 
and Atlanta—well, your bustling city had not yet 
learned metropolitan ways. Now the case is re- 
versed, and Augusta for awhile reads at the foot 
of the list.’’ 

WHAT GOES TO MAKE UP AUGUSTA, 

‘Look a! thenames on the signsas you passdown 
Brosd street,’ said one enthusiastic gentleman, 
‘‘and you will fic d the refutation o/f the popular be- 
lief that Augusta is only inhabited by the children 
ofthe cayaliers. Thereon you will read names, 
Irish, German aud French, showing that not only 
have we a healthy influx of foreign blood, but that 
the foreigners have taken an exalted position, 
and leadin every line oftrade. They are men 
tied down by no traditions, free to hew out their 
own fortunes, and fully identified with Augusta.’’ 

This fact your correspondent discovered to be 
true. Some half dozen names familiar to the peo- 
ple of fifty years ago, are still to be found upon the 
society lists, but thegreat heart of Augusta’s trade 
throbs with biood drawn from the bustiing races 
whose muscle and nerve has reclaimed the 
continent from the forest. Another striking 
fact wes developed—that what Fast Tennessee is to 
Atlanta, Lincoln county is to Augusta, Tne best 
business mek of Atianta, such as phe Inmans,have 
pressed into Atlanta from East Tennessee, and 
made ita refiex of their own activity. Thus when- 
ever your correspondent traced a genuine cracker 
name upon an Augusta signboard, 
he generally found that the mau inside had 
plowed the fields of Lincoln as 
a boy, and joining Lincoln county’sgrit to Augus 
ta’s opportunities, had achieved success and often 
fortune. Lincoln county may be put down as the 
great nursery of Augusta, with live men to spare 
at all times. 

THE COUNTRY ROUNDABOUT. 


“It isa wonder!ul country,’’ said Rev, C. A. Ev- 
ans, who has developed remarkable 
business talent since his removal to 
this city. ‘For miles around the 
country is a perfect garden. A great manjis Berck- 
mans,’’ said he, ‘who has tanght us that there is 
fortune in the soil.’’ 

‘‘As a proof of that,’’interrupted Editor Gibson, 
‘Berckmans is the only manin Augusta who 
could afiord to send his sonsona European tour 
this year.” 

**We have developed wonderful activity in va- 
rious lines of business lately,’’ resumed General 
Evans. ‘‘There isa disposition to push practical 
projec s, realestate is regarded with improved 
favor, and we are trying to diversify our manu:

A CENTER FOR MANUFACTURERS. 


While Augusta is best known abroad as the cen- 
ter of southern cotton manufacturing, the fact has 
been passed over that other indus- 
tries have been fostered as well. 
The city is filling up with such places 
as Robbe’s broom factory. Thomas’s steam dyeing 
works, Markwalter’s marble works, Lombard’s 
foundry, the phosphate works and other places 
which furnish employment to the people. Between 
all these enterprises fully one-half of the popula- 
tion make their living. Thisisa wonderful per- 
centege in a city which has not been <cred- 
ited with such achievements. From all 
this it will be seen that the sentimental Augusta 
will haye to be relegated to the background,while 
the Augusta of the present, bustling, energetic, 
and ambitious, will come to the front. 

*‘Narrow up Green street,’’ said a bystander, ‘‘to 
the width of Whitehall, in Atlanta, and have it 
paved with rubblestone, and you will find that 
the city is not as quiet as it seems to be.”’ 

Even the negroes of Augusta are marching along 
in the line of progress, as the followiug item from 
the Evening News proves: 


Almost everybody in Augusta is acquainted 
with Robert Battey, but everybody is not acquiin- 
ted with Battey as a first class manufacturer. But 
#0 he is, aud he astonished the editor by showing 
up hid away in hisshop one of the handsomest 
racing or pleasure buggies ever seen in Augusta. 
He rolled out the extra varnished and red 
ate cy beauty, and, with pardonaoble pride, re- 
marked; 


“That buggy was made and finished, box, 
springs, and even tothe fifth wheel, complete in 
évery part, rightin myshop. The fine thin wood 
of that box, which takes such a pretty coat of var- 
nish grew near Avgusta, and! cut and made it 
myself. That side bar also grew right here, and it 
is seasoned and as strong as they ever make them. 
The springs, axles, wheels, hubs and all, were 
made right in Augusta. Even that little fifth 
wheel was turned and tempered righton my forge. 

Why, sir, even that cushion was made here.’’ And 
he pointed to as handsome and stylish buggy seat 
as ever decorated a Brewster. 


THE PROHIBITION QUESTION, 

Some correspondence is being conducted by the 
newspapers of the city regarding the prohibition 
bill, It seems to be evident that the great bulk of 
the people of Augusta are heartily opposed to 
sumptuary legisiation. They argue that if once 
the legislature starts in on forcibly reforming the 
people, it will prove to be an endless task, ending 
at last in prescribing the cut ofa man’s coat and 
the color of his cravat.

FREAKS OF LIGHTING, 


How the Storm Dashed Over Decatur on 
Monday. 

DecatTuR, Ga., July 28,—[Special.]—The electric 
display yesterday evening was one ef the grandest 
ever witnessed in our town. Large balls of elec- 
tricity were seen in many parts of the town, and 
at times it would seem asifthe whole town was 
ablaze.

Last night the Methodist Sunday school met at 
the church to practice a song to sing at the county 
celebration which will be held at the tabernacle 
tomorrow. They all had toset up in the ‘“‘amen 
seats’’ as they were the only dry ones in the house. 

The residence of Rey. W. F. Glenn, of your city, 
on Candler street, near the railroad,and at present 
occupled by Mr. Charles M. Ramspeck and family 
was also struck, but little damage was done, Oaly 
a post split in the front porch. At the time it was 
struck there was noone in the house, Mrs. Ram- 
speck and children having just gone to a neighbor's 
house. Hon. H. C. Jones and Mr. T. R. Ramspeck 
were sitting in the front door of T. R. Ramspeck’s 
store, witnessing the magnifieent electric display, 
when a ball of electricity, apparantly as 
large as a man’s head, struck the telepbone 
wire in front of them and apparently entered the

He 
gud it was the self made men end not such as 
4 wet proposed to educate to whome 
ge world ivoks for its progress in aris aad 
genes. le referred to the bigh credit of 
sis stete and the low credit of other states 
ghet sp ends much more for education than 
Georgia does. He said the capitalists looked 
st bow Georgia takes care of her money and 
sot to ber system of education. Georgia 
makes berexhibitin New York instead of 
New Orleans, and there it counts for the 
post.

Mr. Terrell, of Meriwether, spoke very 
warmly in support of the bill. He said that 
Georgia provided for the education of ber doz- 
tors snd her lawyers, but provided no avenue 
for the srilled artesan to be edueated.

He had always 
oppores (he establishment of branches of the 
univers ty, not because he was the representa- 
live co! tbe county where the univerity was 
locate’, but because as a citizen of the state 
without regard to any county lines, he thought 
it poor policy to divide the resources of the 
university and scatter herfunds. Hethought 
there should be a great central university, 
where-sil the appliances tor high education 
Bhould be concentrated and placed within the 
reach 0! all classes of our people, an institu- 
tion which would be the pride and admiration 
oi ibe humblest citizen. 

As 2 representative of the whole state, as a 
young Georgian having in view the general 
welfare of all her citizens and her future de- 
velopmentand welfare, after the most ma- 
ture deliberation, he had decided to support 
the bi!| aftar the adoption of certain amend- 
mente, which the author of the bill had 
egreed’ to accept.

The Senate, 

The senate was called to order at the usual 
hour yetterday morning by President Carl- 
ten. After prayer by Rev. Mr. Branham, act- 
infil chaplain, the journal was read and ap- 
proved. 

The regular order of the day was taken up, 
which was a further discussion on the passage 
of the general local option bill. When the 
measure was before the senate Friday last, 
fection 4 was being discussed, Mr. Sykes 
offered to amend that section by adding at the 
end of the section “within twenty days from 
the day on which the ordinary de- 
clares the result, any quali- 
fied = voter may petition the 
superior court, setting out plainly and dis- 
tinctly the cause of contest. when if the cause 
set out is such 25 impeaches the fairness of 
the election, or the conduct ofthe ordinary, 
the judge shall grant anorder, directed to 
three justices ofthe peace of the county, re- 
quiring them to recount the ballots on a given 
day, end report the result to the next term of 
the superior court of that county, or the term 
of the court to which the petition may be 
returnable, at which term the case 
sbell be heard; previded ten days 
notice has been given the ordinary of the 
filing of the petition. Either party may 
subpwna witnesses to prove fraud in the bal- 
lots, the counting thereof, or in the conduct of 
the managers of the election, and introduce 
evidence to establish either proposition or the 
ecuverse thereof. The judgment ofthe supe- 
rior court shall be final, unless the case be 
carried to the supreme court for review. If the 
election shall appear to be fraudulently 
conducted, or the votes traudvlently counted, 
the judge shall have power to’declare the re- 
sult, and overrule the action of the ordinary 
in the premises,” 

This amendment was taken from the fourth 
section of-the original senate bill. Mr. Sykes 
moved toamend the addition that he had 
ofiered to the section by striking out, in the 
ninth line, “Any qualified voter,” and insert- 
ing in lieu thereof ‘‘One tenth of the qualified 
voters.’’ Also, toamend the sixteenth line, 
after the words,“‘or in the conduct’’ and be- 
fore the words, ‘‘of the managers,’’ the words, 
‘fof the ordinary or.” 

Mr. Cabaniss said he was in favor of the 
amendment offered by Mr. Sykes. He thought 
that it prevented fraud, and tnat there was no- 
thing objectionable in substituting ‘‘one-tenth 
of the voters’ for any qualified voter. 

Mr. Croft objected to the amendment. He 
thought that endless litigation would ensu-. 
He wis opposed to this or any other amend- 
ment that could be proposed to the bill. He 
did not think an appeal should be taken. An 
appeal was not allowed in the election of an 
official. Any question could be made before 
the. ordinary that could be made before the 
judge. 

Mr. Croft rounded up his remarks by sta- 
ting that he would vote against the amend- 
mient before the hovse or any other amendment 
that may be offered to the house bill. 

Mr. Falligant said that he and other sup- 
porters of the améndment were as much in fa- 
vor of temperance as the most earnest advo- 
cates ot the bill. He did not think that the 
senate should be driven to any point by the 
bouse. The senate bill adopted at the last 
session came back to the senate from the 
house so amended and changed that it could 
not be recognized, The bill had been 
forced through by mem bers who 
seemed to be willing to do anything to accom- 
plich theirend. He remembered at the last 
session when the bill passed the house by one 
vote, cast bya man who broke his pair to 
eccomplish his object, the act was applauded, 
end the member was given gold-headed canes 
end other gifts for having acted as hedid. He 
bed no comments to make upon such action. 
He only cited it to show to what extreme the 
friends of the measure would resort to. The 
galleries of the house hed given assistance to 
ibe bill when it was passed, and everything 
done to carry the bill through as rapidly as 
possible. 

Mr. Smith, of the 32d, charged that the op- 
ponents of the bill were loading the measure 
down with amendments for the purpose ol 
defeating it. He was in favor of the bill as it 
was ond would vote against every amendment 
that was offered. He had been instructed by 
his people to advocate the passage of the bill, 
and he wanted to gofhome and be able to tell 
his people that he had raised his voice in the 
intereat of temperance. 

Mr. Cabahiss asked him if he would not vote 
for an amendment to make the bill 
constitutional. He eauswered that if he was 
thoroughly convinced of such a thing he 
would. 

Mr. Davidson favored the amendment. He 
said the ordinary called the electiou, counted 
the ballots and declared the result, sudject to 
po appeal. This was the house bill. He 
thought thet it gave the ordinary as much or 
more power than the czar of Russia He fa- 
yored the appeal, as it protected the people 
from fraud. : 

Upon the question of the adoption of tae 
amendment of Mr. Sykes, to amend his 
amendment, a vote was taken by a eall of 
the roll, The result was yeas, 23; nays.

4 Taik With Mr, Barris,of Bibb —Talks With

Tke technological school bill is attra ‘bing a 
great deal of attention iv the house and out of 
it, and hes received a warmer support than 
mény oO! it’s friends expected it would get. It 
Is probeble thet a vote on the bill will be 
rceecned today. 

Mr. Harris, of Bibb, is conducting the cam- 
paign for the bill, and is very earnest in 
bis eupport of the measure. Yesterday a 

rITUTION reporter met him and asked how 
ve feit ower the prospects of the bill. Mr. 
rris replied: 

ce] Hin Vvé ry much encouraged at the pros- 
pects of the bill. It has some very strong and 
enthusiastic friends in the house who think 
the time has come for the establishment of an 
institution of this sort, which is .adapted 
to the eciucation of a class 

i people who have been here 
toloxe overlooked in Georgia. To that tact 
probably is due in a great measure thestren rth 
ofthe bill. In addition to that the discussion 
bes developed the small appropriations that 
have been made heretofore to the university 
for higher education. That has put many 
pe ple to thinking over the matter. Another 
one of the reasons why I favor the bili is that 
the colored people are beginning to receive 
this education, and I think the whites should 
have a chance at it.

A TALK WITH SPEAKER LITTLE. 

Speaker Little was one of the committee 
that went north to investigate the matter of a 
technological school, and a Constirution re- 
porter met him yesterday and asked if he was 
‘avorablyj impressed with the technological 
scheme. Said the speaker: 

‘‘Like the others, [ became an enthusiast on 
the subject. We found at theseschools that the 
men who went through them were not only 
well educated in the English language and 
Buch sciences a+ pertainel to the future 
profession, but they would ba first-class me- 
chanics not such as would goand push the 
plane, but would have the plane pushed and 
would deserve to do so because of superior 
knowledge. I foundon examination that the 
graduates of each one of those collegés had 
taken high positions in the dif- 
ferent Btales as engineers, draughts- 
men, superintendents, machinists, chemists, 
metallurgists and similar positions. When 
we returned we drew this bill and submitted 
it to the general assembly and it failed by a 
few votes. There was but a small house pres- 
ent, only 152 members yoting.” 

“What is expected of the bill?”’ 

“It is notexpected that the appropriation 
will establish such a school as is at Worcester 
or Hoboken, but our calcuiation shows 
us tbat we will establish a school that will 
furnish, on a cheaper scale, the necessary in- 
struction, taking Worcester as a pattern. The 
buildings will not beso elaborate, the pro- 
fersors will not be so numerous and the 
branches wi)l not beso many. The expscta- 
tion of the friends of the billis thateo far as 
ihe mecbanical department is concerned it 
will be just as thorough. It was not the 
expectation of the triends of this bill that the 
building ~ would cost an immense 
amount ofmoney. The buildings at ali the 
schools we visited were very extensive, and 
built especially for the purpose. We believed 
we would be able to procure suitable build- 
inge, atleast buildings that could be made 
pultable, with a smalioutlay of money. It is 
the hope of the gentlemen who are interested 
in this measure that it will 
not cnly prove a _ success in (reor- 
gis, but such a success as will be 
the means of adding to every public school 
system in the towns of this stats an industrial 
school on a limited scale.” 

‘“‘What do you think of the prospects of the 
bill?” 

“7 have not canvassed the house and know 
nothing of the prospects of the passage of the 
bill except what I have been able to judge by 
simply being in the house as any other mem- 
ber.” 

AN AMENDMENT BY JUDGE TURNER. 

An smendment tothe school of technology 
bill effered vesterday by Judge Turner, of 
Troup, provides that the school should be 
equipped to accommodate not less than 390 
students, 175 to be selected every year by the 
boards of education of the several couan- 
ties of the state, in accordance with rules to be 
prescribed by the board of trustees of the 
schoo], each county to be entitled to as many 
scholarships as it has representatives in the 
lower house of the general assembly, who 
shall receive the benefits of the act free of 
cost, the state furnishing them mileage, board 
and clothes, the other 175 to pay their own ex- 
penses and $150 tuition. 

“The effect of this amendment,” said Judge 
Turner to a reporter, ‘‘would extend the ben- 
efits of the school to every section of the state 
alike; board“ avd clothes furnished would 
open it to the poorest ot the poor; the pay- 
ment of mileage would bring it practically to 
every county, while the cost to the state would 
not be materially increased. Say the mileage, 
board and clothes of each of the firat class of 
students, for aterm of 10 months, amounts to 
$200 each; or for the 175, $35,000. The tuition 
of the 175 pay students at $150 each would 
smount to $26,250. Thesale of the products 
of the echool each year would go far towards, 
if it did not actually pay the deficit. 

Hon. Jake Dart is enthusiastic over the 
bill, and says that it will, in his opinion, re- 
ceive 2 inety-nine votes.

Hatrison, of the Frankling publishing house, 
were present to testify in the case. Senator 
RusseiLadministerea the oath to each, atter 
which Mr. Herrison was questioned as to his 
connection with the cese. The examination 
was conducted by Mr. Brown, 
while several of the mem ders 
of the committee asked questions as the ox- 
aminations progressed. Mr. Harrison said 
that be had received for the work that he bad 
done $500. He had printed one hundred and 
eighty pages of the Goldsmith evidence and 
then was forced to quit as Mr. Small reused 
to furpisb him with any more. He had some 
more matier in type, butdid not primtit, as 
it was disconnected pages or portions 
of th® testimony being missing. He had re- 
peatedly asked Mr Small to finish the work, 
and upon one occasion offered to give him $500 
to complete the work of writing out of the 
testimony. He said that he wanted the matter 
so thet he could finish the job.

He got 
$300 atone time and $100 at another from the 
appropriation. This was allthat he had re- 
ceived. This amount and more he had piid 
out for help and expenses in doing what he had 
done. When I saw that the fund was getting 
so low that enough was not left to complete 
the work I called upon Governor Colquitt and 
informed him about the matter. He gave me 
to understand that the contingent fund could 
not be used for the purpose of making up the 
deficiency, but that the legislature might vote 
an additional appropriation to pay me if I con- 
tinued and finished the work. I concluded 
not to take any chances and quit work then 
and there. Governor Colquitt from the nature 
of our conversation left a belief on my mind 
that be would make an efiort to get some more 
money, but I do not think that he ever did 
anything in thatline. Mr, Small was asked 
if he could give any es'imate as to what 
sum would be needed to ¢complete 
a trarscript ofthe testimony in both cases, 
end put the copy in the hands of the printer. 
He said that $1,600 would be suflicient. I 
have made an estimate and think that sum 
will cover it. Heeaidthat he had a good 
dealofthe testimony already written out. 
This withj®his short hand notes of each 
7“ proceedings he still had. 

e was willing to 
them to any of 
committee who desired to see them. The 
reaneon that I did not continue to write out the 
evidence and draw onthe treasury was be- 
cause leaw that the $400 left was not near 
enough, and I did notcare to prosecute the 
work further until Iknew when [ was to get 
my money. The fact ofthe matter is, I have 
already done more work than I have been paid 
for. 

Mr. Small was asked whose fault was it that 
the work had never been completed. He said 
that the fault was about equally divided be- 
tween Gvoernor Colquitt and himself. Col- 
quitt’s half was his refusal tofurnish the 
money, and his half was his refusal todo the 
work. Mr. Small further stated to the com- 
mittee that the only reason why 
the work had never been 
completed was because the money was not 
sufficient to pay fur the labor. The investi- 
gation was not completed. The committee 
adjourned subject to the call of the chairman

For the lack of 
this they lost $20, and did not fix it at last.

Now knowing how to g:t it out, he called in 
a Jarge force of hands, dug down to it, andin 
that way gotatit. A six-months student at 
a technological school would have fixed it in 


edto bore an artesian well, 


an hceur, 

There is bardly a farm in Georgia on which 
a boy w@ld repay every 
month the expense being at a 
technological school a _ year. As it 
is we have tosend north for skilled artisans to 
superintend every industry, todo the fiae 
work on our houses, to digour mines, bore 
our wells, build our roads, equip our facto- 
ries and to run them for us. We can never 
be independent until wecan count on our 
own sons to do this work for us. 

Let us eee a moment. The State university 
was established to produce professional men 
—lawyers, doctors, statesmen. What has it 
done? It has given us Toombs, the Stephenses, 
the Cobbs, Lumpkin, Barton, the Crawfords, 
Gordon, Jenkins, Hill, Clayton, the Jack- 
sons, and a host of other great lights. It has 
given us five of our nine members of congress, 
two of our judges of the supreme court, the 
president of the senate, the speaker of the 
}«»e, the mayor of our city, the judge of 
cwursuperior court, of our district court, our 
district attorney and solicitor general. It 
has given usa thousand fold on the invest- 
ment we made in it, when we wanted to pro- 
duce statesmen, judges and great lawyers. 

It is now proposed to establish a university 
that will turn out great mechanics, great 
chemists, great scientists, great builders, 
who will make Georgia the glorious empire 
she should be. We beg all the friends of this 
movement to bein their place today, and 
thore who have honest doubts to give the 
bill the benefit of the doubt.

THE GEORGIA PACIFIC GAP, 

Assurances of the most positive nature 
come from both Columbus and Birmingham 
that the gap in the Georgia Pacific line in the 
Warrior coal district, is to be filled very soon 
and the line completed to Columbus. The 
road is constructed eastward from Colnmbus 
about seventy miles to Day’s gap, and west- 
ward from Birmingham about ten miles to 
Coalburg.

When the Georgia Pacific taps Texarkana, as 
it will before the end of 1886; when the Geor- 
gia Midland is completed, as it will beat 
about the same time, and when the Marieita 
and North Georgia is connected with the 
Riebmond and Danville system in North 
Carolina, as it probably will be in the course 
of another year, Atlanta will not need anoth- 
er great line. Our trunk lines will then be 
built, and then will remain only feeders to 
constructed lines, and these will come along 
as local wants demand.

“If you were too young when the war broke out 
to shoulder a musket you may not have heard that 
of all the ginerals in the confederate army Bragg 
was the hardest on his men in the matter of disi- 
ciplipe.

There must be them to give 
orders and there must be others to obey, but the 
fust two years of the war we rebels was so busted up 
for arms, clothing and provisions that some ex- 
cuse might have bin made far lack of enthusiasm. 
Tell you what, when a soldier sees his cause peter 
ing out day by day and he is called upon to march 
and fightand drill with empty pockets, empty 
stomach, ragged uniform and a letterin his bua. 
dle saying that the desr ones at home are sick and 
suffering, he can’t jist do his level best and there’s 
no use talking. 

“Weil, I was under Bragg, and when our cause 
looked darkest,and jist when our rank and file 
needed encouraging the most, the old man 
drawed the reins the tightest.

FCURKD ON THB SCBNE OF THE 
RAILROAD ACCIDENT, 
nS 

Full Particulars of the Fatal Acciden 
t ats 
Mondsy— What Oceasioned the Disaster ao. 
Names of the Seven Vietims—Informe- 
tion of the aceident Hard to Obtain. 


The colored men who were killed Monday 
afternoon at Suwanee haye been sent to their 
homes for burial. 

Three of those who were dangerously wound- 
ed are now in Atlanta under the watchful eyes 
of Dr. M. C, Martin and Dr. Dan Howell. 

The accident was one of the most terrible 
that ever occurred in Geargia. Five men 
were killed outright, one died within an hour 
and another died after enduring the most ex- 
cruciating pain for two or three hours. Those 
who were instantly killed as well 
as those who died 4 lingering 


death were hacked, cut to pieces, and mashed | 


almost beyond recognition. Legs, arms, 

brains, teeth and pieces of flesh were scattered 

about on the ground in a horrible confusion. 

Blood ran in streams until it coagulated about 

the side of the road, where it will remain as 
THE ONLY MONUMENT 

to the dead until rain and time obliterates it. 


The men who removed the bodies to the 
depot had an awful task. First the trunk of 
one of the unfortunates was picked up, then 
his limbs were selected from the mass of quiv- 
ering flesh and placed beside him. The work 
of arranging the dead and assorting the frag. 
ments was anfunpleasant task,but was quekiy 
performed. hen the dead and 
dying reached Suwanee, they were de. 
posited on the floor, in the depot, 
where they remained until disposed of. The 
men all lived along the route somewhere, but 
their homes were not known. The work of 
ascertaining their homes was slow and tedious, 
but was finally crowned with success. 

LAID IN THEIR COFFINS. 

After the inquest the dead were turned over 
to en undertaker who at once began preparing 
the bodies for burial. Each body was given a 
neat burial suit. As far as possible the mutila- 
tion and scars were hidden from view. They 
were then placed in coffins and the coffins 
were made ready forshipment. They were 
arranged in a row—seven in number, and 
presented a sad, horrible scene. Yesterday 
morning they all leit Suwanee for their homes, 
witere they were laid to rest. Of those who

A HORRIBLE SIGHT. 

Persons who saw the dead and wounded at 
the scene of the accident, and in the depot at 
Suwanee, say that the sight beggars descript- 
ion. The torn and mangled dead, the terri- 
ble cries of the dying, the blood and the cof- 
fins all went to make a horrible picture. Dr. 
Martin says thathe has not seen anything 
spprosching it since he went over the bloody 
battlefields at Vicksburg. 

As tothe number of menin the car at the 
time it tilted iis load of living freight and 
heavy iron, accounts vary. Seme say that 
there were fourteen men, while others assert 
that there were eighteen. Of these ten are 
dead, three are fatally injured and the balance 
ere unaccounted for—as to wounds. The three 
who are injured are: 

Aaron Buffington, 

— Walker, 

Joe Wright. 

Walker will likely die before the night is 
gopve. Heisinjured in the head. A rail 
struck him on the head and crushed the skull 
in, making a hole large enough to admit an 
orange. The man’s brain can be plainly seen. 
He was — scratched about the body, too. 
Walker is a large, jet black negro, and is mus- 
cled most wondertully. *The fact that death 
had not ended his sufferings already is re- 
markable. Hew any one can live in his con- 
dition isstrange. The “physicians have no 
hopes of his recovery. 

A LEG OFF. 

Wright lost his left leg. The limb was torn 
to pieces and amputation was absolutely nec- 
essary. The leg was taken off about half way 
between the knee and hip and the operation 
was performed by Drs. Howell and Martin. 
Wright was somewhat scratched and bruised. 

Buffiington is the only one of the three who 
stand a shadow ofa chance. He is injured in 
his back and hips and with careful attention 
may possibly get up, but he will never be the 
same stropg man again. 

These three were brought tv Atlanta Mon- 
dey night and are now in one of Dr. Martin’s 
houses on Decatur street. The house has been 
converted into a hospital, and there the men 
will remain until they die or go forth well 
men. 

The accident did not interfere much with 
the road’s schedule. The track was not torn up 
and it required but little time to remove the 
engine, tender and flat. The accident hap- 
pened two miles north of Suwanee. The train 
was made up of an engine and one flatcar. It 
was under the control of Engineer Chatham. 
It was scattering steél rails between Buford 
and Suwanee and at the time the accident 
occurred 

ONLY SIX RAILS 

were on the car. Two miles north of Su- 
wanee is a country road croseing the track. 
On both sides of this roadis a cut. As the 
engine was backing into the cut the cattle 
started across the road. All went on but oae. 
The engineer thought all had passed, but a 
yearling suddenly sprang out of the thicket 
and upon the track just in _ front 
ofthe car. The engineer could not stop the 
trdin. The car ran upon the calf. The wheels 
raised high up, meking one side so much 
higher than the other that the men and the 
rails rolled off. The engineer asserts that he 
was not running over ten milesan hour. He 
says that when the cattle ran upon the track 
he reversed his engine and came almost to a 
halt, and when the cattle went across he 
gave the engine the other motion, and 
just at that instant the yearling jumped on 
the track. He stopped within thirty feet. 

Railroad men say that the train must have 
been moving faster than ten miles an hour. 
They say, too, that if the engine had come to 
a halt and then started again he could nos have 

otten up to a ten mile speed in the time ne

A Negro Fires ata Police Oaptain—A Flesh 
Woand is the Result, 
Captain Manley,of the police force was shot 
by an assassin last night. 


The wound is fot a fata! one, but that iseéhe 
fault of the assassin’s aim. 


About eleven o'clock the captain 
left _— police headquarters to make 
his last tour of inspection through nis wards. 
He went through the second and third wards 


without encountering anything unusual an 
then passed through the front > heart of the 
first ward en route tothe rear. The captain 
was walking leisurely along when he struck 
Haynes street, down which he went towards 
Magazine. When near Phillips row he 
OBSERVED A MAN 
moving along in frontof him. This was not 
an unusual occurrence, and he paid no atten- 
tion to it until he was close upon the man, 
whom he discovered was a negro. The negro 
was carrying a heavy package upon his should- 
ers, and when he ascertained that the person 
behind him was gaining upon him—as he did 
by the distinctness of the footsteps, he started 
across the street.

A negro 
with a bundle on his shouldars at the dead 
hour of night is always an object of suspicion 
toa policeman and the instant Captain Man- 
ley saw that the darkey was tryin 
to shake him he determine 
to ascertain the reason. He stepped off the 
sidewalk into the street, and quickening his 
pece soon came close upon the negro. hen 
within & few feet of the darkey the captain 
said: 
“Say, soppose you stop asecond. I want to 
Bee hee a 
The darkey answered by looking over his 
shoulder. The captain was then in the middle 
of the street with

about him. His brass buttons, uniform and 
white hat could be distinctly seen by the ne- 
gro, and in a second he bounded away like a 
race horse. This convinced the captain be- 
yond a doubt that the negro ought to be inter- 
viewed, He sprang after him. The 
darkey ran down the street two blocks when 
he came to a lot enclosed with a low fence. A 
single bound carried him over the fence into a 
corn patch and in a second he was lost to the 
captain’s view. ButCaptain Manley had no 
idea just then of losing that necro. He sprang 
across the fence too aad darte:i into the corn. 
Before taking a dozen }steps the captain 
caught sight of the darky rushing madly on 
just in front of him. 

“Halt,” said the captain as he plunged 
through the plowed ground, but the words 
were scarcely out of his mouth when a bright 
flash just in front of him blinded his sight. 
Simultaneous with the flash was the sharp 
report of a pistol an at the same timed Captain 
Manley felt a hot, stinging sensation 
in his rightarm. He believed that 

HE WAS SHOT 
but he did not abandon the chase, and while 
yet running raised hisarm to ascertain, if 
possible, how badly he was hurt. He felt re- 
joiced when his arm responded to the call, 
and with a determination to capture the 
negro, he drew bis pistol and called out:
